and injured about 12,000, 
Stream s of injured continued to 
straggle into the emergency hospital 
centers, while army carrier pigeons 
brought reports hourly of further 
devastation in remote sections. 
Two terrific 
shocks shook

populace sections of this Japanese 
island possession at dawn Sunday, 
sending hundreds of flimsy dwellings 
crumbling about their sleeping in ­ 
habitants. 
In m any villages not a building 
was left standing. 
Entire families 
lost their lives, 
250,000 Homeless 
Tile governor general announced 
about $4,500,000 in Japanese govern­ 
m ent funds was available to aid the 
victims of one of the worst catastro­ 
phes in modern Oriental history. 
It was understood th a t Emperor 
Hlrohlto also was to make a dona­ 
tion from the privy purse.

Sights a n d Sound

Hollywood.—To Otto Meyer there 
are Just two kinds of movies—"ox 
pictures” and the others, 
Meyer and Cecil B DeMille dif­ 
fer somewhat in their conception of 
the director's present effort. 
De­ 
Mille thinks “The Crusades” is an 
historical drama while Otto consid- J 
ers it an “ox picture." Because it is i 
an "ox picture” it is that much more 
Important—to Otto. 
Otto Meyer is one of DeMille's dep­ 
uty directors, also an actor. In the 
scenes 
on 
the 
Marseilles 
docks 
wherein oxen are driven up. loaded 
with feed for the crusaders' horses, 
it is Otto who does the driving. 
A lank Texan. Meyer let his 
schoolmates of the panhandle sec- j 
tion become cowboys. 
For himself. 
he preferred draft-oxen. He started 
out by driving an ox that uprooted 
stumps with a chain. Now he owns 
four of the clumsy beasties and is 
lord of a farm at Lankersheim. 
Oxen Do Not ’’Allez" 
In pictures Meyer has appeared 
with his oxen in colonial. Biblical 
und French farmyard scenes. 
He 
likes least the French locales for his 
art. 
The microphone then makes 
him say "Allez" instead of "gee-up" 


and ins oxen, explains Otto, are not 
up on their French. They are never 
quite sure what "Allez" means. 
When his pets are not acting. O t­ 
to uses them for plowing, wood- 
hatiling, and other rough business 
on his farm. In his estimation they 
are twice as strong as the horse, and 
much less dangerous than the mule. 
They also require less care. 
But an ox—to become a movie 
idol—cannot rely simply upon ills 
heritage of ox-blood and his general 
breed. 
If he does not have big 
pointed horns, his hopes for cinema 
fame are doomed to dashing. Movie 
oxen must have long horns to be 
appropriately picturesque. Whether 
to knob the horn-points is a prob­ 
lem. Meyer has a fine collection of 
gilded knobs. They are ornamental, 
and enhance safety, too. in a scene 
crowded with extras. Otto thought 
the ox-homs should be knobbed i i 
his Marseilles dock scenes because 
of the swarms of extras, even though 
the scene had no festive or religious 
significance to require knobs for au­ 
thenticity. 
But DeMille overruled 
him. 
"If anybody gets hurt,” he said, 
"it will be the oxen. The crusaders 
all wear chain-mail!”
